By Fire Today 


Loss Estimated at $15,000—Started 
in Lodge Room Over Store—Four 
Lodges Lose All Equipment 

eel 
Damage to. the extent of about 
$15,000 to property, stock, fixtures, 
and lodge equipment, wag the result 

of a fire which broke out in E. J 


Crowe’s block about six Q’clock, this 
morning. > 


The origin of the fire is a mystery, 
but thee appears to be no doubt that 
it started in the lodge room over Mr. 
Crowe’s cigar store. The blaze ‘was 
first seen by workmen going to the 
glass plant, who notified r, Crowe 
and then put in the alarm. Those first 
on the scene say the blaze was then 
confined to the upstairs, It had brok- 
en through the roof and had gained 
considerable headway before the ala"m 
was Sounded. Bevause of this it was 
impossible to save the building by the 
time the firemen arrived. he men 
did exellent work, however, by con- 
fining the blaze to the doomed build- 
ing. Fortunately the next building, 
which was right up against Mr. 
Crowe’s, wag of brick. To it and its 
contents very little damage was done, 
beyond what was done by water leak- 
ing through the roof. e adjoining 
building was occupied by P. Campeau 


‘and Son as a butcher shop and grocery 


store. 

The destroyed building was, owned 
by E. J. Crowe, It was a brick veneer 
and was one of the best put up build- 
ings in town, The ground floor was 
used by Mr, Crowe as a cigar store, 
barber shop and pool room, while the 
upstairs was used almost exclusively 
for lodge purposes, In it four lodges 
met, These were the Oddfellows, the 
Sons of England, the Orangemen and 
the Masons, The regalia, books, pap- 
ers, charters, pictures and other equip- 
ment of all four lodges was a tal 
loss, .The building, stock and lodge 
equipment were partly covered by in- 
surance,

How Canada Was Named 


Queen \Victoria Suggested dame. of 
“Dominion” For New Colony 
©. McKinnon, President of the 
jan Manufacturers’ Association, 
siied an interesting and a little- 
cnown historical fact to the members 
of the Young Men’s Club of the Board 
of Trade, Toronto. Few ‘people, he 
said, knew why Canada was called a 
Dominion, The name was decided 
on when the B. N, A. Act was framed 
in London; For some time there was 
much discussion on what the colony 
which stretched from sea to ‘sea 
should be called, “Commonwealth” 
did not suit; and “Empire” was re- 
jected, because it. was felt the. term 
would wound the democratic sensi- 
bilities of other people of the North 
American continent, 

Finally, Queen Victoria was ap- 
pealed to for a-suggestion, Her Ma- 
jesty’s' reply. referred the Commis- 
sioners tO the ninth chapter and 
tenth verse of the Book of Zachariah, 
where are to be found the words: 
“And His dominion shall be from sea 
even to sea, and from the riven even 
to the ends of the earth,” and so 
Canada became a Doininion.

Have a pad over the mattress and 
under the lower sheet. Have under 
sheet right side up, broad hem at top. 
Have second sheet wrong side up, 
broad hem at top. Be sure that both 
sheets have middle crease exactly in 
the middle of the bed. 

In purchasing sheets, the width will 
depend upon whether you are purchas- 
ing the sheet for a single or three- 
quarter or full,size double bed. But 
—every worthwhile sheet must’ be two 
and three-fourth yards long, to enable 
one to properly tuck it in and protect 
ihe mattress. In buying. sheeis in- 
sist upon having the sheet measured 
in your presence. 

Put the blanket on the bed at least 
eight inches below the top of the bed 
and turn the top sheet down to keep 
the blanket clean. Both sheets end 
blankets should be tucked in with the 
square hospital corners and-should be 
pulled’ so“tight that there is not a 
wrinkle anywhere. | If the blankets or 
sheets are purchased too small in size 
this cannot be properly done and the 
wrinkling will cause the sleeper much 
discomfort as well as give the bed an 
untidy appearance. \s 

The spread should be put on next. 
The corners may be turned in as the 
sheets, but the sides of the spread 
may be allowed to bang.

Canada’s “Udlsows Sides” 


Proud of the wonderful endurance, bravery and achievements of 
their soldiers, and rejoicing in the great victory of tighteousness and 
liberty which they,-by their heroic self-sacrifice, won for the world, 
the people of all the Allied countries in the Great War were anxious, 
not merely to do honor-to their giorious dead, but to erect Memorials 
which would for all time create a lasting impression on ‘the rninds of 
future generations and remain a permanent influence, a national tra- 
ditionvof the highest patriotism. 

Many were the suggestions advanced as to the form of such a 
National Memorial, and noble in conception a many of these sug- 
gestions were, the one conceived and carried out by the British Gov- 
ernment of bringing the mortal remains of one of the many thou- 
sands of unidentified British soldiets home to England and interring 
the body with all the solenin grandeur and impressive services 
usually reserved for sovereigns and great statesmen in the historic 
Westminster Abbey, was admittedly the finest. 

Here lics Britain's “Unknown Soldier’: surrounded ‘by kings 
and queens, the Empire's greatest statesmen, admirals and. generals, 
authors, poets and painters, and of all the shrines to be visited with 
reverence and awe throughout. the centuries to come, none will 
command greater attention and fespect than this tomb of-an “Un- 
known Soldier’. who gave his ‘life in the Great War in order that 
liberty should not perish in the world, and that millions as yet un- 


born should not be called upon to pass through the horrors and | 


sufferings of war. 

This “Unknown Soldier” rests in péace in Westminster Abbey, 
and:at his tomb flowers are laid and reverence given, as the repre 
sentative of all the hundreds:of thousands of. British soldiers, the 
privates in the ranks, through whose steadfastness and self-sacrifice 
the Empire lives today and its citizens enjoy the blessings of free- 
dom and personal liberty. Britain’s “‘Unknown Soldier” is repre 
sentative of that Spirit which built the Empire and made it what it 
is today. But he is répresentative of something even greater, finer 
and nobler, namely, that whic Wi is the expression of the greatest of.all 
loyé, the layi ing down of one’s life for another, 

So universal has the acceptance been that the British conception 
of paying honor and tribute to an “Unknown Soldier” 
the finest of all Memorials, that it has been followed in Vrance} Italy 
and the United States. It has now been suggested that Canada 
should do likewise, and that the remains of some. one of the many 
Canadian soldiers lying unidentified in graves in France and Flan- 
ders should be brought to Canada‘in all honor on,a Canadian war- 
ship and buried with fitting ceremonies, and tm a fitting tomb, in the 
capital city of the Dominion. : 

There should be no hesitation in acting upon the suggestion. 
In no part of the world did the manhood of auny country respond 
more quickly and splendidly to the call to setvice than in Canada. 
The youth of thig Dominion did not stop to count the cost, but will- 
ingly offered their all in defence of home and country and for the 
mafntenance of national honor and the continuange of human liberty. 
Canada gave over 600,000 soldiers to the armies of the Empire, and 
one out of every ten rests in a grave across the seas. We cannot 
bring them all back, but as Lieutenant-Governor Newlands of Sas- 
katchewan says in endorsing the suggestion, we can, and should, 
bring. a. representativ e. 

Canadians from coast to coast desire to pay all tribute to the 
memory of their heroic dead. That tribute should be paid, not only | 
by the. present generation, but by Canadians throughout the cen- 
turies to come, In the Great War Canada found a national con- 
scienceness it had not previously possessed. This Dominion is big- 
ger and better because of the trials through ‘which its people passed ! 
and the sacrifices its soldiers made. In year to come the period of 
the Great War will be recognized as the turning point in Canadian 
history, and the deeds of valor of Canada’s soldiers as the light , 
which spread a new illumination over the pages of our history and 
inspired a new enthusiasm and gave birth to a truly national spirit 
in Canada, 

Generations yet unborn will recognize these truths to a far 
greater degree than we do today. Standing at the tomb of Can- 
ada's “Unknown Soldier” in Canada’s capital city, future Canadians 
will pay homage to the sturdy sons of the Dominion who im.the 
years of the Great War proved themselyes worthy of their country 
and their race. 

Everything that can be done to keep alive and intensify ‘the 
ptide of Canadians in their country and in the achievements of their 
fellow citizens should be done in the interests of Canada. Every- 
thing that can be done to show lasting honor to Canada’s heroic sol- 
diers will, even so, be small in comparison to what those soldiers did 
for Canada and the honor they brought to this country.

Giant Passenger Monoplane Belng 
Built In England for London-New 
York Service 

A mammoth air liner for service be- 
tween London and New York is under 
construction by one of the biggest 
British aircraft manufacturers. If it 
fulfils expectations of the designéts, 
the machine will enable 150 passen- 
gers to start from the Croydon aero- |~ 
drome, near London, at midday, and 
alight at New York harbor the follow- 
ing morning, travelling at 130 miles

| proper Standards of purity and quality, 
reninctea to the Seed Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
to enforce. The work ertalted is of

‘derstood when it is gsiated that, in 
‘1920, the department inspectors visit- 
ed 7.725 dealers throvghout the nine 
iprovinees of ihe country and discov- 
ered 783 violations of the act.
